Hand to Answer Indictment 
of Conspiring to Defraud. 


COURTROOM CROWDED 
AS PROCEDURE BEGINS 


Defense Appears to Welcome 
Chance to Refute Teapot 
‘Dome Charges.

‘With every indication that it will 
prove one of the most important and 
speotgcular legal battles of the century, 
the Fall-Sinclair conspiracy trial began 
here yesterday in the District Supreme 
Court with Associate Justice Frederick 
L. Siddons presiding. 

The defendants are Albert B. Fall, 
-former Secretary of the Interior, and 
Harry F. Sinclair, New York oil mag- 
nate, who are charged by the Gove 
ernment’s indictment with having con- 
spired to defraud the United States in 
connection with the lease of Naval Re- 
serve, No. 3, in Wyoming, otherwise 
known as Teapot Dome. 

Because of the magnitude of the 
transactions involved, the persons of 
national prominence connected with 
the case, and the seriousness of the 
Government's charge, the developments 
in the relatively small courtroom, la- 
beled here Criminal Court, No. 1, will 
be followed in every city and every 
hamlet from the Atlantic to the Pacific 
and from the Southern border to the 
Canadian line. 


Defendants Are Optimistic. 


The fact that the defendants appear 
to welcome the tést and proclaim with 
seeming satisfaction that they are at 
last to have their case tried fairly in 
@ court of law by a jury of their peers 
adds all the more interest to the loom- 
ing battle. 
note, so intimately and inevitably in- 
terwoven in a criminal case, where the 
fate and liberty of individuals are at 
stake, promises to accompany, if not 
overshadow and eclipse, the parries and 
thrusts and legal clashes of the op- 
posing all-star counsel as the evidence 
is slowly but surely spread before the 
jurymen for their final verdict. 

Eleven prospective jurors, including 
three women, were chosen yesterday 
and the task of completing the jury 
may be accomplished today as the 
Government and defense have each 
only seven more peremptory chal- 
lenges. 

There was an atmosphere of expect- 
ancy and submerged drama about the 
courtroom even before the proceedings 
started yesterday morning. It was felt 
that even tht. first day might bring 
sensational developments and lines of 
curious would-be spectators had formed 
early. only to find that no available 
space inside was to be had for love 
or money..

LINDBERGH URGED 
CAREFUL PLANNING 
FOR OCEAN FLIGHTS 


Airman Here for Conferences, 
Gives Interview After White 
; House Call. 


Transoceanic flying is not yet prac- 

ticable, Col. Charies A. Lindberg de- 
clared in an interview at the White 
House yesterday. The best thing for 
this country to do, the famous young 
airman said, is to develop transconti- 
nental air lines instead of transoceanic 
lines. ; 
' Col. Lindberg, who is now nearing 
the end of an .air tour of the United 
States, arrived at Bolling Field in the 
Spirit of St. Louis at 11:44 o’clock. He 
was the same Lindbergh that Wash- 
ington acclaimed last June, both from 
the standpoint of his demeanor and 
from a sartorial standpoint. He wore 
‘the same blue, pin-stripe suit that he 
wore when he rode in triumph up 
Pennsylvania avenue after his return 
from Paris. 

Immediately after his arrival he went 
to the White House and had luncheon 
with President Coolidge. After that 
he went to the Mayflower Hotel: to 
rest, and last night he had dinner there 
with a few friends. Today at noon he 
will fly to Baltimore. 


25,000 Miles in Air. ~ 


Since July 20, Col. Lindbergh has 
visited 81 cities and traveled 25,000 
miles by air. Not once since his re- 
turn from Europe has he ridden on a 
train. His tour will. end Sunday in 
New York. 

.In an interview with newspaper men 
at the White House, Col. Lindbergh 
declared that the best way to cut down 
the number of disastrous ocean flights 
is to have the flights properly organ- 
ized. 

“The majority of transoceanic filers,” 
he said, “start without proper organiza- 
tion, experience and equipment. How- 
ever, I think it would be foolish for 
the Federal Government to enact leg- 
islation in an attempt to curb trans- 
oceanic flying: 

“The immediate future of aviation is 
in the development of our transcon- 
tinental lines insteady of transocéanic 
lines. We need considerably more de- 
~elopment in transcontinental air 
travel. I do not think that commercial 
transoceanic flying is practicable now.” 

Col. Lindbergh flew here from Rich- 
mond, where he had been given a tre- 
mendous ovation. When he climbed 
out of the silver-tinted monoplane 
there were less than 100 persons to 
meet him. He vas officially welcomed 
by William P. MacCracken, Assistant 
Secretary of Commerce, and by Maj. 
H. S. Burwell, commandant of Bolling 
Field. 

Lindbergh was accompanied, in 
another plane, ky Harry F. Guggen- 
heim, sponsor of his Nation-wide air 
tour, and J. D. Cushman. Philip Love 
piloted the plane. 

Col. Lindbergh, conqueror of the 
Atlantic, and Lieut. Lester J. Maitland, 
who won fame by a flight over the 
Pacific, were brought together at a 
dinner in the Hotel yflower last 
night. The dinner was given in Lind- 
bergh’s honor by Assistant Secretary 
of Commerce MacCracken.

The social program is not confined 
to the officers. The sailors have a busy 
ten days ahead.

Thursday evening the 
Britisa marines will be guests of the 
American Marines at a dinner and 
dance at the Marine Barracks. Friday 
night the sailors will give a dance on 
the cruisers, to which 400 persyns will 
be invited. 

Tomorrow morning Private Padgett, 
the English bull dog that was given 
to the American Marine Corps by the 
royal marines of Great Britain, efter 
the death of Jiggs, will be tendered 4 
reception on board the British cruisers. 


Cowan Hero of World War. 


The Calcutta and the Cairo are the 
first British warships to visit Washing- 
ton since the visit of the Raleigh in 
1922, After leaving here the Raleigh 
foundered on the rocks of Newfound- 
land. 

The cruisers are part of Britain’s 
American and West Indies fiéet, of 
which Admiral Cowan is commander 
in chief. Admiral Cowan was a hero in 
the Battle of Jutland and is regarded 
as one of his country’s greatest sea 
fighters. 

After debarking yesterday Admiral 
Cowan called on the British Ambassa- 
dor, the Canadian and Irish ministers 
and American Navy officials. He then 
went back to his flagship, the Calcutta, 
and received calls from those on whom 
he had called.

Marriage Revealed in Passport Application to State 
Department, Following Ceremony Before Soviet 
Judge; Bride to Mother Adopted Waifs. 


Rear Admfral Newton A. McCully, 
60-year-old commandant of the 
Charleston Navy Yard, who startled his 
friends when in 1920 he adopted seven 
Russian children, has again sprung 
into the limelight by marrying a 29- 
year-old Russian who he will bring 
back to this country soon to be a 
mother of his wards. 

Word of the marriage of the ad- 
miral.in Reval, Russia, to Mrs. Olga 
Krundycher, widow, Saturday was con- 
veyed to the State Department yesitcr- 
day. The department immediately sent 
to’ the American Consul at Reval per- 
mission to visa a passport for the ad- 
miral and his bride. Admiral McCully 
on September 29 had executed the reg- 
ular application which had been for- 
warded to the Department of Labor 
here, which in turn submitted it to the 
State Department. 

Rear Admiral McCully is at present 
on leave from his post as commandant 
‘at Charleston, and this leave will not 
expire «until November 12, by which 
time he is expected to have returned 
to this country with his bride. Since 
the start of his leave some time ago, 
he has been in Europe. The marriage 
ceremony, according to word received 
here, was. performed by a soviet judge 
at Reval after the Admiral had ob- 
tained a waiver of the legal provision 
requiring two weeks publication of 
the bans of @ marriage.

00,000,000 TAX GUT 
Io PREDIGTED BY SMOOT 


Senator, However, Says Re- 
duction Is Dependent on 
Special Appropriations. 


LOOKS FOR ECONOMY 


Senator Smoot, of Utah, chairman of 
the Senate finance committee, predicted 
yesterday a tax reduction of $350,000,- 


000, provided Congress does not make 
enormous appropriations for a number 
of special projects. 

On the other hand, if Congress 
yields to the pressure for big appropria- 
tions in various directions, Senator 
Smoot declared no tax reduction would 
be possible. He made it plain, however, 
that he expects Congress to economize 
and that he does expect liberal tax 
reduction. ; 

Senator Smoot’s estimate of a reduc- 
tion of $350,000,000 comes just at the 
time when the Treasury Department 
is getting ready its figures on the pros- 
pective surplus for the current fiscal 
year. Unofficially, it is said these fig- 
ures, which will be laid before the 
ways and means committee when it 
meets, will indicate a surplus dof $500,- 
000,000. About $200,000,000 of this sur- 
plus, however, will be all that comes 
from current taxes. The other will re- 
sult from back taxes, payments by rail- 
roads and other sources of a nonre- 
curring nature. Just what effect these 
figures will have on tax action by Con- 
gress it is not-yet possible to tell. 

Senator Smoot mentioned Boulder 
Dem, the Columbia Basin project and 
a' number of other special projects 
which he said would interfere with tax 
reduction if Congress alowed big sums 
for them. 

In case there is tax reduction of 
about $350,000,000 Senator Smoot ex- 
pects reduction of the corporation tax 
to 12 per cent. This would cut off 
$150,000,000. He expects the nuisance 
and discriminatory taxes, including the 
automobile taxes, to go. This would cut 
off $100,000,00, and in addition he ex- 
pects the middle brackets of the in- 
come tax, ranging from $20,000 to about 
$70,000, to be reduced, cutting off an- 
other $%100,000,000. Senator Smoot 
strongly favors repeal of the estate tax, 


but did not express confidence in its 
repeal.

ALEXANDRIA ALSO JOINS 


Officials of nearby Maryland and 
Virginia cities last night took steps to 
prevent residents of their communities 
from driving automobiles using Dis-~ 
trict of Columbia tags and not 
equipped with license plates of their 
respective States. Alexandria, Va., and 
Montgomery County, Md., are the com- 
munities which are seeking to curb 
“tag slackers” within their boundaries. © 

Approximately 250 persons actually 
living in Montgomery County, “(d., are 
operating their automobiles on Dis- 
trict of Columbia license tags, Chief of 
‘Police Alvie A. Moxley, of Rockville, 
declared last night. . 

He delivered an ultimatum warning 
these motorists that they would be 
arrested if they have: not purchased 
Maryland license’ tags’ by November 1. 
The Maryland tags cost considerably 
more than District of Columbia tags. 

Not only is the county losing the 
revenue it should get from the sale of 
these tags, Chief Moxley said, but it is 
losing the money it would receive from 
the personal property tax on the 250 
machines. 

About two years. ago Chief Moxley 
launched a drive against Marylanders 


Lusing District of Columbia tags, with 


the result that a large number of per- 
sons were arraigned in the Rockville 
Police Court and forced to pay fines. 
This time, it is predicted, the court 
will not be so lenient as then. 

Violators of the Virginia automobile 
liecnse law, who operate their automo- 
biles on District of Columbia vg os 
while they. reside in Virginia,.will be 
brought to account in a drive to be in- 
stituted today, says Edward J. McDer- 
mott, division inspector of Virginia 
motor vehicles. Every road is to be 
guarded by State traffic officials from 
Richmond, Louise, Stafford Courthouse 
and Culpeper, and each motorist going 
toward Washington using District li- 
cense tags, is to be halted and required 
to explain why Virginia tags are not 
used. In the absence of a satisfactory 
explanation the offenders will be taken 
into court and a fine imposed, in addi- 
tion to which they will be required to 
take out Virginia licenses. 

Inspector McDermott said. yesterday 
that there are between 600 and 700 per- 
sons living in Arlington and Fairfax 
Counties employed in Washington who 
are using the District tags on account 
of the small fee, and while these per- 
sons keep their cars in Washington 
during the day, this does not exempt 
them from paying the fee to the State 
of Virginia. : 

The movement is not aimed at resi- 
dents of the District in any way, ac- 
cording to McDermott, but solely at 
Virginians who have been evading pay- 
ment of the higher Virginia fee on the 
pretext of being employed in Washing- 
ton.

MAS, BUDLONG TO LOSE 
CHILDREN AND ALIMONY 


Husband in Noted Case Is to 
Be Awarded a Divorce, 
Court Intimates. 


JAIL THREAT FOR WIFE 


Newport, R. I., Oct. 17 (A.P.).— 
Definite intimation that Mrs, Jessie 
Margaret Budlong had lost her long 
fight against the divorce ' proceedings 
brought by Milton J. Budlong, of New- 
port and New York, was given by Judge 


Herbert Carpenter of the _ superior 
court at the conclusion of testimony 
today. While not announcing flatly 
that he would grant divorce, he said 
that he was satisfied in his mind Mr 
Budlong“had proven his wife guilty of 
extreme cruelty, the grounds on which 
he had sued. 

Judge Carpenter said that his deci- 
sion would be prepared in the form of 
a rescript, to Mrs. Budlong he added: 

“I will grant the custody of the chil- 
dren to Mr. Budlong and will leave it 
to him whether you see them at all. 
I have the greatest faith in Mr. Bud- 
long.” 

If within his power, he said, he would 
revoke the $750 a month allowance 
which Mrs. Budlong has been receiv- 
ing “as from this date.” 

Mrs. Budlong in the course of the 
proceedings today said that she would 
take exceptions from any adverse de- 
cision. 

The final day was marked by a re- 
newal of the clashes between Mrs. 
Budlong, acting as her own counsel, 
and Judge Carpenter. At one time, 
when he had unsuccessfully tried to 
confine her to matters relevant to the 
suit, he exclaimed: 

“if you don’t behave -yourself 1 will 
put you behind the bars for a year.” 

Counsel for Mr. Budiong acquiesced 
in Judge Carpneter’s suggestion that no 
final arguments were necessary. Mrs. 
Budlong launched into a lengthy re- 
view of her relations with her husband 
which Judge Carpenter cut short by 
insisting that she confine herself to 
the charges made by Mr. Budlong. She 
then declared that Mr. Budlong and his 
Witnesses had failed to prove his 
charges of extreme cruelty and told the 
court she had nothing more to say. 

The marital differencees of Mr. and 
Mrs. Budlong attributed by the former 
to his wife’s alleged extravagance and 
social ambitions have been before the 
cuort in various actions since 1923. 
Several years ago at gne stage of the 
litigation, Mrs. Budlong locked herself 
in Mr. Budlong’s New York apartment 
and there stood siege for a considerable 
time. communicating with the outside 
world by means of messages attached 
to Mr. Budlong’s shirts and thrown 
from a window to the street.

“Let Vendor Beware Lest He 
Violate Fairness Rules,’ 
Is Called New Maxim. 


LOWER MAILING COSTS 
ARE ASKED. IN REPORT 


Federal Deficit Preferred to 
“Excessive Surpluses,” 
Meeting Is Told. 


West Baden, Ind., Oct. 17 (A.P.).— 
Voluntary agreement by those engaged 
in a trade or industry to outlaw wrong- 
ful or unfair competitive practices is 


the simple remeay at the hand of busi- 
ness if it resents governmental regula- 
tion to the extent of obviating the ne- 
cessity for it, Edwin B. Parker, Wash- 
ington, D. C., tonight told the National 
Council of the Chamber of Commerce 
of the United States: He is chairman 
of the board of directors of the cham- 
ber. 

The ancient maxim, “caveat emptor” 
—Ict the buyer beware—had been re- 
placed in modern business by the prin- 
cipe, “let the vender beware lest he 
offend the canons of fair dealings,” 
Parker said in citing numerous exam- 
ples of the manner in which the Fed- 
eral Trade Commission had abolished 
tricky trade practices. 

In these cases, Parker said, the com- 
mission frequently has had to set the 
affairs of some trade in order upon 
complaint from an outside source, but 
some of the conferences at which un- 
fair competitive practices were done 
away with were called on the initiative 
of the industry concerned, 


Cooperation Is Favored. 


As soon as business, “the oldest of 
the arts and the newest of the profes- 
sions” takes on the professional char- 
acteristics of intelligent preparation 
through education and training for the 
work undertaken, a growing group con- 
sciousness and a formulation of group 
standards, it will be in the situation 
of Government regulation, not even 
being suggested, he indicated. 

Parker pointed to the action of the 
chamber’s annual meeting last May in 
urging swift elimination of wasteful 
practices and trade abuses through 
voultary joint trade relations commit- 
tees in each classification as the means 
by which those businesses could adjust 
their own affairs without Government 
intervention. 

He recommended, however, that such 
group action, to avoid the appearance 
of a monopolistic movement, be con- 
ducted under the sympathetic super- 
vision of a Government agency such 
as the Federal Trade Commission. The 
ultimate effect, both from the stand- 
point of trade and the public, of whole 
industries working together to improve 
their ethical standards, would be bet- 
ter than would that of enforced Gov- 
ernment control of the same industries, 
he said. 


Low Mailing Costs Asked. 


The Postoffice Department should 
look to increased volume at lower unit 
mailing costs as the source of whatever 
improvement of its financial position it 
may wish ‘to attain, Lucius Teter, of 
Chicago, told the national councilors 
end directors of the chamber. Teter is 
chairman of the postal service commit- 
tee. 

If unity of purpose and action is to 
be obtained in evolving a plan for con- 
troling future floods of the Mississippi 
River, construction and maintenance 
of protective works should be financed 
solely by’ the Federal Government, 
Frederic A. Delano, Washington, D. C., 
emphasized in his speech. Delano’s re- 
marks were made in presenting the re- 
port of the chamber’s committee on 
Mississippi flood control. 

“Whereas several of the members of 
the committee approached the prob- 
lem, convinced that the cost should be 
divided ‘between the Federal Govern- 
ment and the affected communities, 
they all came home from a trip to the 
inundated region convinced that com- 


plete Federal control and finanoing was 


the only practicable plan,” he said. 
The report itself, previously made 


public, recommended Federal attention : 


to the proble similar to that given 
the Panama Canal project. 


Excessive Surpluses Approved. 


A deficit in Federal revenues would 
be preferred by organized business to 
present. “excessive surpluses,” James R. 
McColl, Providence, R. I., asserted in 
connection with: his report of the Fed- 
eral tax committee, of which he is 
chairman. 

“The past method of making elimi- 
nations of expenses should be radically 
revised,” McColl said. “Even if a mod- 
erate deficit should occur no serious of- 
fense would be’ committed and the 
Treasury could provide for the deficit 
by borrowing temporarily at a low rate 
of interest.” 

While the chamber’s program by no 
means advocated a deficit, he explained, 
“such a condition would be preferable 
to excess tax acta ay that depress 
normal business.”

REMUS TO FILE A PLEA 
OF INSANITY IN KILLING 


Motion to Delay Decision on 
Defense in Slaying of Wife 
Is Rejected. 


PHILADELPHIAN IS CALLED 


Cincinnati, Ohio, Oct. 17 (A.P.).— 
Judge Chester. R. Shook overruled the 
petition of George Remus to enter a 
plea of temporary insanity when the 
charge against him of killing his wife 
comes to trial November 14 and gave 
him until noon tomorrow to make his 
formal plea. 


Judge Shook said if the insanity 
plea were made then he would set a 
hearing for it on October 31. 


Charles Elston, Remus’ attorney, said 
the insani*: plea would be filed for- 
mally tomorrow. 

The petition outlined that Remus 
wished to plead temporary insanity 
and requested that the court permit 
the defense to make the formal plea 
at the opening of trial on Novem- 
ber 14. : 

Remus and Elston had refused to 
enter an insanity plea when Remus 
"was arraigned Saturday to plead to the 
grand jury indictment of first degree 
murder and insisted that the plea was 
not: necessary until the case came to 
trial. 

Prosecuting Attorney Charles P. 
Taft 2d insisted that the statute re- 
quired the plea to be made at the 
time of arraignment. 

Philadelphia, Oct. 17 (A.P.).—Russell 
Moritz, stenographer in the office of 
Superintender* of Police William B. 
Mills, said today that he had béen 
asked to be a witness for George 
Remus, held in Cincinnati on the 
charge of killing his wife.

To compel the Treasury to buy silver 
now at $1 an ounce, Mr, Mellon says,

The Pittman act, which authorized 
the melting of silver dollars into bul- 
lion and the sale of the bullion to Eng- 
land for use in India, was a war emerg- 
ency, Mr. Mellon says. It authorized 
the Treasury to buy from American 
producers one ounce for every ounce 
melted and sold to England. The pur- 
chases already made under the Pitman 
act ‘at the ‘rate of $1 an ounce, have 
already netted American producers a 
bonus of $58,000,000 as the United 
States Government paid that amount 
as the difference between the then 
world market price and the price of $l 
an ounce as designated in the Pittman 
act. Mr. Mellon says that the Govern- 
ment does not need the silver whic 
the American producers seek to com- 
pel him to puy at $1 an ounce and he 
asks that the mandamus action be dlis- 
missed.

12,000 Petitioners Obtain 
Referendum—Governor Op- 
posed to Repeal. 


WOMEN AGAINST CHANGE 


Portland, Me. Oct. 17 (A.P.).— 
Whether Maine shall abolish her direct 
primary system of nominating candi- 
dates for political office is to be de- 
cided by the voters tomorrow at a 
special election on a referendum to rat- 
ify or reject the proposed repeal of 
the primary law which was adopted 
fifteen years ago. If the decision is 
in the affirmative the voters will return 
to the system of making nominations 
in party caucuses and in conventions 
to which delegates are chosen to rep- 
resent them. 

The method adopted in the attempt 
to abolish the law is the same as when 
it was placed on the statute books. 
The legislature having failed to enact 
it, the people, presenting petitions 
signed by more than 12,000 voters, in- 
itiated the measure and obtained a 
referendum in which it was adopted 
by a vote better than three to one. 
In the present case the voice of many 
women who since have been enfran- 
chised' is said to have raised against 
repeal, 

While an active campaign has been 
carried on for weeks preceding what 
Gov. Ralph O. Brewster has declared is 
the most important referendum elec- 
tion since Maine, by an almost negli- 
gible margin in 1911, reaffirmed the 
State liquor prohibitory laws, an ap- 
parent lack of interest has been noted.

Gaston B. Means, who is serving a. 
sentence in. the Atlanta Penitentiary 
on charges of bribery, has been recom- 
mended for parole by the parole board. 

Means, who formerly was a Depart- 
ment of Justice agent, and figured 
prominently in the Senate investiga- 
tion of Harry M, Daugherty’s admin- 
istration of the department, is round- 
ing out a second two-year prison term 
to which he was sentenced in New 
York.. He has been eligible for a parole 
for some time, : 


In the first case Means was convicted 
of conspiracy to violate the national 
prohibition law in connection with 
whisky withdrawals. 

Later a jury found him guilty of 
conspiring to bribe Government offi- 
cials.. It was charged that he, with 
others, sought funds from officials of 
two business concerns for use in pre- 
venting. ‘prosecution of the companies 
on charges of having used the mails to 
defraud. 

On completing his first prison term 
at Atlanta, Means immediately began 
serving his second. 

In- addition to the prison sentences 
Means was fined $10,000 on each of the 
two counts on which he was convicted. 
Under the law he would be required to 
pay the $20,000 before the expiration 
of his term in June, 1928, or resort to 
exemptions under the poor law. 

If his parole is approved and he does 
not pay the fine and resort to the ex- 
emption privilege by taking a “pauper’s 
oath,” he would be required to remain 
in prison for 30 days on each count 
after approval of his parole.

COL. ROOSEVELT’S SPEECH. 


Col. Theodore Roosevelt in the course of 

the “keynote” speech before the New York 
Republican convention intimated rather broad- 
ly that the Tammany tiger had not lost his 
stripes merely because one of its leaders was 
a presidential possibility. Col. Roosevelt 
shocked the Democrats and disturbed some 
Republicans by his charge that gambling and 
other forms of lawlessness were still con- 
ducted with the knowledge of Tammany. It 
was not a new accusation to be directed against 
Tammany, and in the normal course of events 
might have been forgotten by now. 
- The Democrats, and not the Republicans, 
insist on keeping the question alive. In the 
three weeks that have elapsed since the 
Rochester convention Democratic journals and 
leaders, many in New York and others outside, 
have risen to the point of personal privilege, 
Col. Roosevelt’s remarks have never been so 
widely rehashed. They ought by now to be 
thoroughly familiar to thousands of persons 
who would never have seen them but for the 
exaggerated importance given to them. Of 
course, the public in general refuse to hold 
Gov. Smith responsible for the members of 
Tammany Hall. | 


INDECENT PLAYS. 


District Attorney Banton, of New York City, 
has resumed his campaign against indecent 
theatrical offerings. The agitation for a clean 
stage last year brought about the conviction of 
producers and casts of “Sex” and “The Virgin 
Man,” and resulted in the withdrawal of “The 
Captive.”’ This year three plays again are 
under scrutiny, but the district attorney has 
refused to divulge their titles, so that they will 
not receive the benefit of free advertising. 

Under a new amendment to the penal code, 
the district attorney can obtain conviction on a 
single indecent aetion or line delivered by any 
one of the players. Mr. Banton has warned 
producers and actors that full advantage of 
this provision of the law will be taken. He 
has threatened further to back patrol wagons 
up to the doors of theaters, in which offenders 
will be taken into court just as they appear 
on the stage, so that magistrates can see ex- 
a¢ttly what is shown to the public. Further- 
more, he has said, the Wales padlock law per- 
mits him to revoke the license of a theater in 
which an objectionable performance is giWen, 
and the padlocked theater can not be used for 
diamatic purposes for at least a year. 

‘Probably, if he campaigns strenuously 
enough, the district attorney can accomplish 
temporary reforms. Yet the fact that after 
the tremendous activity of last season the 
New York stage still stands in need of a 
clean-up proves conclusively that little is to be 
gained by legal action. It is not pleasant to 
admit that indecency in the theater is the out- 
come of public demand, Yet every indication 
is: in that direction. Fortunately, however, 
oily a minority support indecent plays, even in 
New York. The great majority prefer clean 
and wholesome plays. For that reason, even 
though an absolute clean-up can not be ex- 
pected from court actions, the district attor- 
néy is to be commended for his activity.

UNSCRAMBLING THE RAILROADS. 


Following the return of the railroads t> their 
owners by the Government, Congress in 1920 
enacted the law known as the transportation 
act. Section 209 of that act provided that for 
a period of six months following the termina- 
tion of Federal control the railroads should be 
guaranteed one-half of their net operating 
revenue for the three-year period which ended 
June 30, 1917. This was to tide over the time 
that might elapse between the date of the re- 
turn of the properties and such time as might 
be needed by the commission in readjusting 
rates as authorized by the transportation act. 

The act further provided that the guaran- 
teed payments should be distributed only to 
such companies as accepted the provisions of 
the act. In all 667 railroad corporations ac- 
cepted the terms, and these roads filed claims 
which aggregated $656,863,422. For the last 
seven years the accountants of the Interstate 
Commerce Commission have been wrestling 
with these claims, and up to the present time 
520 of them have been allowed and certified to 
the Treasury Department, totaling $526,887,- 
109. In addition to the above the sum of $3,- 
005,510 has been certified in partial settlement 
of those still to be adjusted. 

The section of the transportation act which 
requires that earnings in excess of 6 per cent 
by the most prosperous roads shall be turned 
over to the commission to be distributed among 
the less prosperous companies has thus far 
produced only $7,140,930. This comparatively 
small return is due largely to the fact that the 
efforts of the commission to determine the 
veluation of the railroads in order to more 
accurately estimate the earnings have not yet 
been completed. Further, the valuations re- 
ported have generally met with loud protests 
from the companies whose property has been 
‘‘valued,’’ as most of them insist that the basis 
ot such valuation is not fair to the owners, in 
that in almost every instance the values, it is 
claimed, were fixed upon ‘‘e original cost of 
construction and betterments and not upon the 
cost of replacements. If such valuations are 
too low, as claimcd, it follows that the percent- 
age of earnings would be lower than the com- 
mission has been dispo.cd tc admit. Until 
satisfactory agreements cin be reached, the 
commission will have difficulty in collecting 
large sums from those roads whose earnings 
are in excess of the maximum allowed. 


THE CHANNEL HOAX. 


Dr. Dorothy Cochran Logan, young London 
physician, who announced a week or 80 ago 
that she had swum the English channel, and 
who received as a reward for having betterea 
the time of Gertrude Ederle, first woman to 
swim the channel, a prize of $5,000 from an 
English periodical, has admitted that the an- 
nouncement was a hoax, and that her trip 
across was accomplished upon a boat. The plot 
was originated and the scheme carried through, 
she said, to ‘“‘show the desirability of establish- 
ing an international commission to supervise 
and certify all channel swims.” 

Little except criticism has followed exposure 
of the hoax. The general view in Great Britain 
seems to be an approval of the suggestion that 
a board of control is necessary to supervise 
channel swimming, together with disapproval 
of Dr. Logan’s method of drawing attention to 
the situation. Those who have been credited 
with performing the difficult feat realize that 
their claims are now open to suspicion, and at 
least one recent contestant has indicated a 
willingness to duplicate her performance if any 
one expresses doubt as to its authenticity. Even 
Dr. Logan herself has issued a statement to 
the press admitting that she has done a fool- 
ish thing. 

The public does not like to be imposed upon, 
and it is only natural that it should criticize 
the perpetrator of so successful a hoax. Yet, 
if the matter is judged impartially, one must 
inevitably conclude that Dr. Logan has ren- 
jered a signal service to channel swimming. She 
might have issued statement after statement 
calling attention to the fact that it was easy 
to fake a channel swim, without accomplishing 
anything toward correcting conditions. She 
chose a more spectacular method of presenting 
the matter to the public, as a result of which 
every future channel swimmer, if he wishes to 
make certain that his claim will he authenti- 
cated, will have to arrange for an impartia 
umpire or judge. 

The earlier swims are above suspicion. Those 
that have been made lately, especially those in 


doubt. Unfortunately nothing can be done to 
separate the genuine from the spurious at this 
late date. This much is certain—from now on 
the channel will again become a genuine test 
of swimming endyrance and proficiency. There 
may not be as many aspirants for channel 
swimming honors, nor as many successful 
crossings in incredibly short time. 


AIR MAIL STAMPS, 


When the first philatelist began the collec- 
tion of postage stamps he was satisfied to add 
to his collection a specimen of each new issue 
as it appeared. Then the stamp itself was the 
thing, and the fact that one such sticker might 
show perforation marks while another was 
square-cut made little difference. But today 
“varieties,” “errors” and “water marks” all 
receive careful scrutiny by owner or purchaser. 
Special commemorative issues are in demand 
by the thousand. 

When it was announced that an airship 
would overtake the Leviathan after she had 
been at sea a number of hours and would drop 
on her deck a package of letters there was a 
rush of collectors with “air mail” stamped 
letters addressed to friends on the other side. 
The envelopes c. ering those letters were re- 
turned to the senders with the canceled stamps 
thereon, and those stamped envelopes today 
are valued at figures ranging from $10 up to 
‘$50 and will grow in value as the years go by. 

Tomorrow, October 19, the first air mail 
from the United States to Cuba will be car- 
ried from Key West. All indications point to 
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to Cuba with the mails that the department 
has been compelled to cry ‘‘Hold, enough!” 
The postal authorities have agreed to use 
great care in cancéling the stamps attached 
to these covers, and have even consented to 
prepare and tse a special cancellation stamp 
which will be used by the postmaster at Key 
West.

CONFERENCE ON CRIME. 


If it accomplishes nothing more than co- 
ordination of effort among the Various 
agencies engaged in the study and prevention 
of crime, the national crime conference, which 
meets here early in November, will have served 
a useful end. That purpose is by no means 
the only one upon the conference program, but 
it is essential to any or all of the other aims 
which the meeting will consider. The neces- 
sity for thorough study of crime prevention is 
apparent. These spread of lawlessness in the 
last few years has cost the Nation an amount 
in dollars impossible to estimate to say noth- 
ing of moral losses. 

A number of organizations are at work on 
the crime problem. Chambers of commerce, 
bankers, fraternities and trade organizations 
are among those engaged in the study of 
crime. Much of the work is duplication. Sev- 
eral such efforts are planned upon entirely 
too narrow a scale to be of great practical 
value. There is at present no way of estab- 
lishing the general factors in the situation. 
These defects can be remedied and success ad- 
vanced by unification of all the agencies in- 
terested in the same result. 

The proposals to come before the crimé 
conference are of the sort for which it will 
not be difficult to obtain support. The elimi- 
nation of expert medical testimony except 
from one agency, checks upon the sale of 
stolen property and expansion of the Bureau 
of Criminal Identification so as to make its 
records more generally available, should meet 
with general approval. Regulations forbidding 
the promiscuous sale of pistols can not be 
criticizec. The fundamentals looking toward 
crime p‘svention are contained in the confer- 
ence program. If supported wholeheartedly, 
a good beginning will have been made. 


A LUCKY PRIVATION. 


Turkish tobacco always has been in de- 
mand, its peculiar fragrance, taste and aroma 
being indispensable in the manufacture of cer- 
tain brands of cigarettes. The smoker who 
has a taste for Turkish tobacco can be satis- 
fied with nothing else, and manufacturers be- 
came rather apprehensive when the World War 
cut off the supply. They discovered, however, 
that the tobacco of Southern Maryland, once 
considered a most plebeian variety, had prac- 
tically the same characteristics as that im- 
ported from Turkey. Consequently it has 
been elevated to the aristocracy, and the 7- 
cent price that prevailed in 1915 has reached 
a peak of 57 cents a pound today, with pros- 
pects of going still higher. 

One of the characteristics of humankind is 
the ability to get along in an emergency. 
Stoppage of the supply of Turkish tobacco was 
not of itself an important matter. It did, 
however, serve the useful service of bringing 
to light an acceptable substitute. The econ- 
omy of using a home product in preference 
to an imported one is manifest. 

Maryland tobacco has been on the market 
for decades. Until am emergency arose it was 
considered of little value. Now tobacco in- 
terests have discovered that they have been 
overlooking a valuable asset, through the de- 
velopment of which every one will be benefited, 
Thousands of similar materials are lying 
around waiting for development. Potential

covery and development; but sometimes only 


1 dire necessity can drive men into utilizing 


their opportunities. 


PRIZE FIGHT FILMS, 


While it is a violation of the Federal statutes 
to transport a photographic film which records 
the movements of two men engaged in a prize 
fight there is apparently no violation in ex- 
hbiting a motion picture of a fight, providing 
the film has not been “transported in inter- 
state commerce.” 

Last week a theater in Rochester, N. Y., 
exhibited moving pictures of the Tunney- 
Dempsey fight in Chicago. The Federal au- 
thorities stepped in and seized the films. On 
Saturday the films were restored to the owner 
and the show was resumed. The United States 
district attorney interposed no objection to the 
restoration of the strips of celluloid, and ex- 
plained that a new question had arisen as to 
the legal interpretation of the law which pro- 
hibits the transportation of fight films in inter- 
state commerce. It appears that the Rochester 
films were not made in Chicago, but were re- 
produced in New York City from the Chicago- 
made films, 
in Rochester had not crossed any State line, 
nor had they. been transported either by mail 
or express. Instead they had been carried by 
a special messenger, who in his journey be- 
tween New York City and the place of ex- 
hibition had not crossed the State line. 

In view of the further fact that such an ex- 
hibition as that of the films showing the fistic 
encounter between Tunney and Dempsey is not 
in violation of the laws of the State of New 
York the Federal authorities desire further 
instructions from the Department of Justice 
as to their course of procedure. Until the At- 
torney General shall have had the opportunity 
to consider this new phase of the case the 
Rochester theater will continue to regale its 
patrons with pictures of the fight.

To the Editor of The Post—Sir: 
Apparently there is to be a split be- 
tween the President and Congress over 
what turn tax reduction shall take, 
and as to the amount of the proposed 
reduction. There-is a division of senti- — 
ment in each of the two major parties 
on the question, while the independents 
are halting between half a dozen sug- 
gestions. The one great thing with the 
independents is some sort of relief for 
the farmer. Tax reduction is only a 
secondary affair with them. Neither: 
the Republicans nor Democrats desire 
a reduction that will leave a deficit, 
but a deficit has no terrors for the 
independents. 

Doubtless the Democrats will demand 
@ greater reduction than will the Re- 
publicans, but the wise men of that 
party will not be willing to vote for 
too great a reduction, for if it should _ 
result in a deficit it will injure them 
in the next election, and they are out 
after making a winning in 1928. They 
are filled with the idea that their time 
to win has come, and to take full com- 
mand of the Government with a def- 
icit staring them in the face might | 
prove disastrous. 

President Coolidge would prefer to 
reduce the national debt, thereby sav- 
ing in interest charge, rather than 
merely reducing the tax. Debt reduc- 
tion means an annual saving of mil- 
lions in the way of interest. This is 
practical economy, and economy is the 
key pin in the estimation of Mr, 
Coolidge.

Better Government Group 
Loses Employes’ List Fight 
in Supreme Court. 


CHANGES IN SYSTEM 
OPPOSED BY FOULKE 


Magazine Declares Commis- 
sion Fails to Give Appli- 
cants Enough Data. 


While the Better Government League 
yesterday through a Supreme Court 
decision lost its fight to compel the 
Civil Service Commission to furnish it 
with a list of temporary employes in 
Federal service, the league startec a new 


campaign of criticism against the com- 
mission, and William Dudley Foulke, 
Indiana civil servics expert, came out 
with a statement opposing proposals 
for alteration of the Federal employ- 
ment system. 

The Supreme Court’s decision in the 
c se of the league against the commis- 
sion sustained the ruling of the District 
Court of Appeals refusin;, to grant the 
petition of the league for a writ of 
mandamus which would have compel) d 
the commission to supply to Dr. Ellery 
C. Stowell, learue president, a list of 
temporary employes, or to permit him 
to examine pertinent official records. 
The appelate court held there was not 
sufficient ground for granting the 
mandamus, and this vievy the higher 
court upheld. 

The league, in its official organ, the 
Public Business, yesterday started a 
further attack.on the commission. It 
declared the commission, in announc- 
ing: tests and in answering reasonabl?2 
inquiries from actual or prospective 
applicants, is without a great deal of 
information needed for effective recruit- 
ing. Its literature “smacks of red tape 
and bureaucratic method,” the league 
asserts, 


Schools Supply Information. 


Many civil service schcols not only 
supply to inquiries needed information 
whieh can not be obtained through the 
commission, but do so courteously and 
accurately, the league declares. These 
facts, according to the league, do not 
warrant the commission’s and the 
National Civil Service Reform League’s 
recent sweeping condemnation of such 
schools. 

Mr. Foulke, who was a member of 
the Civil Service Commission under 
President Roosevelt and who has been 
intimately acquainted with the Fed- 
eral competitive system since 1883, 
opened a fight yesterday against pro- 
posals for radical changes in the sys- 
tem of regulating Government employ- 
ment. 

Taking particular exception to pro- 
posals of the Bureau of Public Person- 
nel Administration, Mr. Foulke declared 
it a “perfectly crazy scheme for admin- 
istering the Government.” This pro- 
posal would abolish the Civil Service 
Commission, the Bureau of Efficiency, 
the Personnel Classification Board, the 
Compensation Commission and other 
personnel agencies, and would place the 
civil employ? ent service under a direc- 
tor of personnel. 

Mr. Foulke declared the proposals of 
the bureau were unconstitutional and 
said that he would attack any suggest- 
ed legislation from this viewpoint. 

“The whole proposal for a new law 
radically reorganizing the service would 
be disastrous,” Mr. Foulke asserted. 
“There is absolutely nothing important 
to remedy in evils, real or imaginary, 
in the civil service today which can not 
be effected by appropriate executive 
orders and efficient administration. All 
these things can be done by the Presi- 
dent alone without the interference of 
Congress.” 


Helen Keller to Talk .

Helen Keller, deaf and blind since she 
was 19 months old, will be the guest 
of honor at a meeting of the Washing- 
ton Lions Club tomorrow night in the 
Memorial Continental Hall. 

The club has reserved 1,000 seats for 
its members and friends. The remain- 
ing 700 seats in the hall will be opened 
to the public. Irvine L. Camp, interna- 
tional president of Lions, will give an 
outline of the work being accomplished 
by Lion International for the Blind. 


GREAT WAR TO BEGIN 
MAY 28, IS FORECAST 


Convulsions of Nature Also 
Predicted by British 


society. Speakers. 


London, Oct. 17 (A.P.).—Prediction 
of a great war was made tonight by 
Basil Stewart, one of the speakers at 
the meeting of the 3-year-old society 
known as the “British Israelite,” held 
at Londonderry House by invitation of 
the Marquis of Londonderry. 

Mr. Stewart made the solemn pre- 
diction that the next World War will 
start on May 28, 1928, and will con- 
tinue until September 16, 1936. He 
based his prediction on the symbolism 
of the Great Pyramid, combined with 
what he termed prophetic forecasts of 
the Bible, and he asserted that the 
war would be accompanied by. un- 
precedented convulsions of nature, 
floods anc earthquakes. 

England, he said,.and other coun- 
tries, which are the “port of Israel,” 
will emerge victorious, but Russia, as- 
serted the prognosticator, will be wiped 
out entirely. 7

Physician Wills Body 
To Medical School 


Denver, Colo., Oct. 17 (A.P.).—Dr. 
Charles David Spivak, eminent Jewish 
physicina who died here Sunday, hav- 
ing devoted his life to medical science, 
dedicated his body to the advancement 
of his profession, it became known to- 
day when his will was read. 

The will. provides that his body be 
turned over to a medical school to be 
carefully dissected, the dissection to be 
made by an equal number of Jewish 
and non-Jewish students. Dr. Spivak 
also dfrected that his skeleton be 
articulated and sent to the University 
of Jerusalem to be used for demon- 
stration to classes in anatomy. 


DEAN P. F. WALKER, 
ENGINEER, ENDS LIFE 


Kansas U. Department Head 
in Agony, “Spiritual and 
Physical,” He Said. 


Lawrence, Kans., Oct. 17 (A.P.).—Ap- 
parently tired spiritually and physi- 
cally, Dean Perley F. Walker, of the 
University of Kansas School of En- 
gineering and Architecture, nationally 
known in engineering circles, com- 
mitted suicide in his office at the uni- 
versity early today. He was 52 years 
old. 

No definite reason for his act was as- 
signed in any of several letters left. by 
the dean, although “spiritual and 
physical” distress was mentioned in 
some. Friends expressed the belief that 
he may have broken down under the 
increasing burden of outside interests 
in engineering. 

“I am in agony—both spiritual and 
physical”—said a letter written to Prof. 
George C. Shaad, head of the electrical 
engineering department. “It is terrible 
to see the end and calmly prepare 
for it.” 

Mrs. Walker was at a loss to explain 
his act. He apparently was in good 
health and good spirits, she said. 


ARMIES SURRENDER 
IN PEKING DISTRICT 


Shansi Troops, Battered by 
Defenders of Capital, 
Cease Fighting. 


(Special Cable Dispatch.) 


Peking, Oct. 17—Marshal Chang Tso- 
lin’s headquarters announced the com- 
plete recovery of Suiyuan Railway to 
the Shansi border, 145 miles West of 
Peking, and the reopening of the Han- 
kow Railway by the capture of Shih 
Chia Chwang, 172 miles South. 

The Shansi armies, battered and 
losing, in addition to the heavy cas- 
ualties, two regiments of infantry and 
twelve field guns, surrendered within 
40 miles of Peking, which, with the 
other captives, makes a total of more 
than 10,000. In the retreat over the 
mountain passes Tupan Yen Hsi-Shan, 
of Shansi province, was compelled to 
abandon a portion of the army and 
could not recover the badly wounded. 

Bandit bodies in the Peking region 
rapidly are being suppressed. The city 
is quiet.

Gov. Hammill and Others Are 
in East; Aid for Smith in 
Midwest Seen. 


IS COMING HERE 


New York, Oct. 17.—President Cool- 
idge is unpopular-with the Republicans 
of Iowa because of his veto of the Mc- 
Nary-Haugen farm relief bill, and the 
Iowa delegates in the next Republican 
national convention would be for some 
one else than him, but the State will 
be in the Republican column on elec- 
tion night next year, no matter who is 


nominated, and the farmers are feel- 
ing a good deal better over the business 
outlook than they did a year ago. 

This is the collective judgment of a 
delegation of Iowa officials, with Gov. 
John Hammill as chief, at the Hotel 
McAlpin, on their way to Washington, 
and then home, after attending in To- 
ronto the annual national tax con- 
ference recently held there. 

Others in the party were W. C. 
Merckens, Iowa State executive council; 
W. C. Ramsey, secretary of State; J. W. 
Long, State auditor; R. E. Johnson, 
State treasurer; M. G. Thornburg, sec- 
retary of agriculture. 

The opinion of most of those named 
is that Gov. Smith will have at least 
half of the corn State Democratic dele- 
gates next year, although Edwin T. 
Meredith, former Secretary of Agri- 
culture in the Wilson administration, 
is making a fight against the wets. 

The visitors said that Gov. Lowden 
was the favorite for President, with 
Hoover and Hughes well thought of. 

“Iowa is Republican, no matter what 
happens,” said Mr. Ramsey. 

“Iowa and the Middle West are fight- 
ing for a closer relationship between 
agriculture. and industry,” said Gov. 
Hamill. “We who have been close to 
the agricultural problem have seen the 
accumulated savings of millions of 
farmers disappear, passing from those 
who earned it to those who had not. 
The Department of Agriculture esti- 
mates that the tax per acre on land 
per capita in Iowa last year was 220 
per cent of the average tax in 1921-23, 
and in the United States as a whole the 
tax was 226 per cent. The Western 
farmers in the future will exert their 
influence in years to come in the direc- 
tion promising kest economic returns 
regardless of their past political and 
economic affiliations. I am happy to 
say that the total income of the Iowa 
farmers in 1926 was greater than for 
any other year since 1920, due largely 
to the high price for hogs.”

The Army chief 
of staff has been recalled to Washing- 
ton so he can not continue making 
speeches inimical to the administra- 
tion’s Army housing program, but no 
further action is believed contemplated. 

At the White House yesterday it was 
still explained that he was recalled to 
discuss the budget, an unusual pro- 
;cedure. The outcome of the discus- 
|sion, it is believed, will be the in- 
clusion of $6,000,000 in supplemental 
(estimates for construction of Army 
, barracks and which is as much as can 
(be recommended under existing au- 
thority. 

No reprimand or rebuke is expected. 
As a matter of fact, the general has 
‘not been called to the White House 
for the budget discussion yet. Secre- 
‘tary of War Davis leaves tonight for 
{the Mississippi flood region, however, 
and the chief of staff may be called 
in his absence. 


“No Tirade” by Summerall. 


While the Secretary would not dis- 
close the result of his conference with 
| the returning general, he indicated that 
the matter had been closed on another 


“misunderstood” or “misquoted’’ expla- 
;nation. His understanding, he said, 
| without revealing how he obtained his 
understanding, was that the quoted 
version of the general’s remarks made 
the. matter look much worse than it 
really was. Of course, the general spoke 
on Army housing neds, but he did not 
loosen a tirade such as his quoted re- 
marks would leave one to believe, it 
was said—such expressions as the Amer- 
ican soldiers were worse off than Ger- 
'man prisoners, for example. 

It was developed that regardless of 
how the general dealt with his theme 
he could not have used any stronger 
language than Maj. Gen. Snow, chief 
of artillery, in his last annual report. 
The artillery general compared housing 
conditions as similar to those under 
which German prisoners lived, and 
otherwise did not mince his language.

There seems to be nothing to sub- 
'stantiate reports that the general was 
coming back to Washington in an in- 
dignant mood at the President’s “re- 
buke.” As a good soldier, it was ex- 
plained by his friends, he realized that 
the President as commander in chief 
of the military forces had a right to tell 
him when to come home. In so far as 
the “rebuke” version is concerned, it 
was pointed out that it was the gen- 
eral who made it Known that he had 
been recalled, not the President. 

Concerning the President’s remarks 
at Friday’s press conference, they 
seemed to be aw defense againgt the 
general’s criticism coupled with. the 
impression that the President enought 
they were unjustified.

ITALY PROTESTS TONE 
OF JUGOSLAV PRESS 


Calculated to Strain Relations 
Between the 2 Nations, 
It Is Asserted. 


Belgrade, Jugoslavia, Oct. 17 (A.P.).— 
A protest against the tone of the 
Jugoslavian press since the assassina- 
tion last week of the Albanian Minister 
Tsena Bey at Prague, was made to the 
Jugoslavian Foreign Minister V. Marin- 
kovitch today by A. Bordrero, the 
Italian minister to Belgrade. 

Bordrero said that the press com- 
ment was calculated to strain relations 
between Italy and Jugoslavia. 

Marinkovitch promised to use his in- 
fluence, but pointed out that the tone 
of the Italian press was also not par- 
ticularly sympathetic. toward’ Jugo- 
slavia. 

A dispatch from Vienna Saturday 
said that Italy was the subject of par- 
ticularly bitter newspaper criticlsm be- 
cause of Italy’s avowed friendship for 
Albania. 

Belgrade, Jugoslavia, Oct. 17 (A.P.).— 
Jugoslavia today.was once more aroused 
to great anxiety by the daring penetra- 
tion by four Macedonian revolution- 
aries into the cordoned Bulgarian bor- 
der near the Jugoslav village of Kral- 
jevitza, where they attacked a squad of 
Serbian soldiers guarding a munitions 
depot.

The mine workers sought to have the 
highest court pass on the validity of 
the injunctions, vigorously protesting 
against that part which they asserted 
would prevent them from conducting

ion organizers from attempting to per- 
suade their nonunion employes to break 
their contracts and would not prohibit 
nonunion miners from joining the tn- 
ion provided they gave up their present 
employment. 

The injunctions are sweeping, pro- 
hibiting the union from interfering by 
threats of violence with the nonunion 
miners, from destroying mining prop- 
erty or interfering with the interstate 
business of the mining companies., The 
lower courts held the United Mine 
Workers were engaged tn an unlawful 
conspiracy to prevent the interstate 
shipment of nonunion coal.

Rice and Cheese Croquettes. 


1144 cupfuls cooked rice. 

% cupful grated cheese (American). 
1 egg. 

2 tablespoonfuls butter. 

Salt and pepper. 

A dash of cayenne. 

3 tablespoonfuls chopped parsley. 


Steam the rice until warm, or rather 
hot, and add just enough of the milk 
to make it soft. Add the seasonings 
and the beaten egg and cook until the 
mixture thickens. Spread it on a slab 
or darge platter to cool. When cool add 
the cheese, mix well and roll into cro- 
quette shape. Dip in beaten egg and 
seasoned crumbs and fry in deep fat 
until a golden brown. 

“Salad for Twelve” is, as a matter of 
fact, a delightful dish to serve upon 
the occasion of a party, but when we 
omit meat and other more expensive 
foods from our menu we may indeed 
indulge in this salad for no more auspi- 
cious occasion than the serving of our 
immediate family.

1 stalk celery, cut small. 
1144 cupfuls pecan nuts, cut small. 
1 envelope gelatine. 
1 pint whipped cream. 
Little salt. 
1 large can pineapple, cut small. 
144 green peppers, cut small. 
% cupful mayonnaise. 
1 pint cottage cheese. 


Dissolve the envelope of gelatine in 
a fourth of the pineapple ‘uice (cold). 
Then pour remaining juice (hot) over 
it, and set aside to cool. Mix thor- 
cughly the pineapple, nuts, celery and 
peppers with the cottage cheese and 
mayonnaise. Lastly fold in the whipped 
cream, which has been sweetened with 
a quarter cupful of sugar. Turn into 
molds and allow.to stand until firm. 
Serve on crisp light yellow lettuce 
leaves with maYonnaise and a dash of 
paprika. 

Tea Biscuit. 

Sift three cupfuls of flour with a 
tablespoonful and a half of sugar and 
a half teaspoonful of salt. Add six tea- 
spoonfuls of baking powder, and mix 
well. Ada a cupful of milk and then 
a cupful of whipped cream (measure 
after whipping), mixing lightly. Toss 
on a floured board, cut with a small 
cutter, bake for about 20 minutes in a 
hot oven. Split and butter while very 
hot. 

This is not so extravagant a routine 
as it may seem, for, as a matter of fact, 
a pint of whipping cream, in the ab- 
sence of a meat dish, will not break us. 
financially, and by making the salad 
with less than the full proportions we 
shall have enough cream for the tea 
biscuit, and an opportunity of the sort 
provides nicely for this delicacy. 

I have rather proved today that the 
best-laid plans of mice and men do 
sometimes go astray, for there is not a 
request recipe in sight, and we started 
this column today with the best of in- 
tentions.

alent as the one that is inclined 
to be oily, but it can be very an- 

noying. Several readers write to ask 
how they should treat their faces, com- 
plaining that the skin feels drawn and 
tight.. Sometimes this condition is 
also accompanied by enlarged pores. 

In the~first place, the preparations 
used on the dry skin should be of a 
rather oily type. By this I do not ‘nean 
greasy. I would advise emollient lo- 
tions and creams. For example, to 
cleanse the face 1 would use either 
cleansing ojl or cleansing cream that 
dissolves into oil with the warmth of 
the fingers. Water should not be used 
on the face before it has been cleansed 
with a preparation such as 1 suggest. 

However, the dry skin does not need 
to avoid water entirely. After the oil 
cleansings, a washcloth wrung out in 
warm water can be applied to the face 
and neck. 
Some skins of this type rebel against 
any variety of soap. However, most 
skifis, even if they are dry, will react 
kindly to a very pure mild soap based 
on vegetable oils. The soap should not 
be rubbed directly on the skin, but the 


the finger tips. It is not necessary to 
use this soap oftener than once a day 
or perhaps not oftener than twice a 
week. 

An astringent may be used on the 
skin, especially if there is a tendency 
toward large pores. However, this as- 
tringent should. be the kind that con- 
tains some soothing oils. No astrin- 
gent that is largely composed of alcohol 
is suitable, for it would be too drying 
in its effect. 

The. powder chosen should be fine 
and pure and had best contain a trace 
of oil. 

At night it is well to apply a soothing 
emollient cream and leave a thin film 
of it on the face at bedtime.

“BRAWLER” IN DISPUTE 


Religious Circles in ‘London 
Shocked by Bullock-Web- 
ster’s Attack. 


PROSECUTION IS TALKED 


London, Oct. 17 (A.P.).—Character- 
ized by Dean Inge of St. Paul’s as a 
“brawler,” Canon G. R. Bullock-Web- 
ster, rector of St. Michael’s Church, 
meets with scanty sympathy in today’s 
press for his startling descent on St. 
Paul’s yesterday and hie denunciation 


of Bishop Barnes for “false and erratic” 
teaching. 

“I have nothing to say about such 
@ brawler,” Dean Inge declared after 
the incident, which has shocked the 
religious world in London. “We are en- 
titled to prosecute him, but I do not 


Suppose we shall.” 


The press in general condemns Canon 
Bullock-Webster for his “theatrical 
performance,” and eays that the 
bishop’s sermon on “Man’s Creation— 
Blind Mechanism or From Design?” 
was a serious, well-intentioned defense 
of evolution worthy of respect at least. 

Bishop Barnes recently adversely 
criticized the doctrine of transsub- 
stantiation, a sermon that attracted 
wide attention, and it was with this 
sermon in mind that Canon Bullock- 
Webster called for the bishpo’s ex- 
pulsion from the Church of England. 

Yesterday’s incident in St. Paul's 
Cathedral evidently was.carefully pre- 
pared, Canon Bullock-Webster being 
accompanied by a number of persons 
not attached to his own church, The 
final words of his protest were an in- 
vitation to “all faithful believers here 
present to join me in leaving this 
church before the sermon is delivered 
and continue to worship elsewhere.” 
But seemingly none but his immediate 
followers accepted his invitation. 

Canon Bullock-Webster uttered his 
protest attired in cassock, surplice and 
stole, which in itself is considered a 
breach of ordinary decorum, as a 
clergyman is not supposed to appear in 
another church robed unless specially 
invited to the church. During the 
time the canon uttered the protest 
Bishop Barnes remained impassively 
standing in the pulpit. The organist 
attempted to drown the voice of the 
protester and few of his words were 
actually heard in the cathedral, but 
copies were liberally distributed out- 
side. 


2 HOURS FOR LUNCH 
URGED AS CLUB GOAL 


Would Do Much to Eliminate 
Ulcers of Stomach, Doctors’ 
Meeting Is Told. 


Kansas City, Mo., Oct. 17 (A.P.)—A 
“two-hours-for-lunch” club in America 


with a general membership would do 
as much toward eliminating ulcers of 
the stomach as anything, Dr. Garnett 
Wright, F. R. C. S., honorary surgeon, 
Salford Royal Hospital, Manchester, 
England, can think of. 

Mr. Wright, who also is a lecturer 
in surgical pathology at Victoria Uni- 
versity, says rapid eating is probably 
the most common cause of the disease. 
Overindulgence in smoking and alco- 
holic drinking also may cause it, he 
said. 

Rapid eating, however, is not a sin 
peculiar to America, he said. “In 
London, we take longer for lunch, but 
we do not spend all of the time eating. 
We eat as quickly as Americans do, 
and then we play dominoes until it is 
time to go back to work.”

Word was received in Washington 
yesterday of the sudden death on Sun- 
day of Charles M. Manly, pioneer me- 
chanical engineer in the fleld of air- 
plane motors, at his home, Kew Gar- 
dens, Long Island. He was 51 years 
old. 

Basil Manly, of Washington, a 
brother, was notified and has gone to 
Kew ‘Gardens.» Mr. Manly was a 
widower, and is survived by two chil- 
dren, The burial will be on Long Is- 
land, 

Mr,.Manly came into prominence in 


11903 at Widewater, Va., in an airplane 
which had been invented by Prof. Sam- 


uel P. Langley, of the: Smithsonian. 
He ‘was the pilot of the aaeroplane 
which was launched from a houseboat 
on the Lower Potomac River. Mr. Manly 
was thus the first man in the:history of 
aerial navigation to attempt .to fiy in 
@ heavier-than-air machine driven by 
@ gasoline motor.

work of Manly, and at the time of the 


} Widewater experiments was the lightest 


motor per horsepower in .the world. 
The experiment failed when the air- 
ship caught on the launching device 
and was thrown into the river, the 
pilot having a narrow escape from 
drowning. 

In December of the same year Manly 
again hopped off in the Langley air- 
ship from.the same houseboat, which 
was then anchored off what is now 
Hains Point. Again there was an acci- 
dent, and Manly was thrown into the 


river, which wag,eovered with ice, and |. 


again he had a narrow escape from 
death. He was badly cut about.the 
head, and it was so dark he was found 


‘with difficulty by the rescuing party. 


Manly was born at Staunton, Va., in 
1876, and was. a graduate of Cornell 
College. He married Miss Grace Agnes 
Wishart, of Washington, who died in 
1921. He was chief assistant to Prof. 
Langley in the aviation development 
work of the Smithsonian Institution, 
from 1898 to. 1905. Since 1905 he had 
been vice president and chief engineer | ®

more than 50 patents on automotive 
transportation and was one of the 
oe te authorities in the aviation 
field.

The following is summarized from a letter of the Minister of Finance of the Republic of Poland dated October 13, 1927: 


This issue forms part of an International Loan to be issued for the purpose of carrying into effect a Plan of Stabilization adopted by 
the Polish Government in co-operation with the Bank of Poland. ‘Arrangements have been made for the issue of the entire Stabilization 
Loan as follows: 

£2,000,000 principal amount in England 


$4,000,000 principal amount in Holland $2,000,000 principal amount in Sweden 
$2,000,000 principal amount in France 


$1,000,000 principal amount in Poland $6,000,000 principal amount in Switzerland 
$47,000,000 principal amount in the United States of America 


Purpose of the Loan: The Stabilization Loan is designed to consolidate and perpetuate a condition of monetary stability and bud- 
getary equilibrium which the Polish Government has already achieved by its own efforts. The Plan of Stabilization represents a compre- 
hensive monetary, budgetary and adn.inistrative program for ensuring a stable gold currency which will constitute a solid foundation 
for the development of the Nation’s resources and facilitate relations with external markets by enhancing the credit of Poland already 
established at hcme and abroad. 


Present Economic and Financial Conditions: With an area of approximately 150,000 square miles and a population approaching 
30,000,000, Poland ranks as the sixth nation of Europe as regards both territory and population. 

Poland possesses immense natural resources, especially timber, coal and oil, and it is the second largest producer of zinc ore in the 
world. The iron and steel industry of Poland is highly developed and is-located principally in the coal districts where it enjoys favorable 
operating conditions. The country is served by about 12,000 miles of railway line owned entirely by the Government and operated at 
a profit. 

Thadecters-equilibalin has already been attained, with a substantial excess of receipts over Aidistendienke: During the fiscal year 
ended March 31, 1927 there was'a budget surplus.of about $17,500,000 (about Z1. 156,000,000). The first five months of the current fiscal 
year show a budget surplus of about $14,500,000 (about Zl. 130,000,000). | 

The debt of Poland both external and internal is small, the external debt, including this Loan, amounting to the equivalent of about 
$15 per capita and the internal debt to the equivalent of less than $2 per capita. The external debt, including this Loan, aggregates the 
equivalent of about $438,700,000, whereof the principal item is advances from the American, French, British, Italian and other Treas- 
uries during the war and Armistice periods aggregating the equivalent of about $253,500,000. The non-political external debt of Poland 
‘consists of the equivalent of about. $148,600,000, including this Stabilization Loan. 

The Polish Government has concluded favorable arrangements with the American, British, Italian, Dutch, Norwegian, Swedish, 
Danish and Swiss Governments for the refunding of their respective Treasury advances and payments under such agreements are being 
reguiarly made. 


Stabilization Plan: | The Plan provides for the following measures of a monetary, budgetary and administrative character: 


Monetary Policy: The Zloty has been given a gold value of $0.1122 per Zloty pursuant to the decree of October 13, 1927, corresponding to the 
exchange rates which have prevailed without substantial variation for over a year. Zloty paper currency will be issued only by the 
Bark of Poland and in accordance with new reserve requirements providing for a minimum reserve, in gold or gold exchange, against 
both note and deposit liabilities, of 40%; at least 30% being in actual gold. Substantially the entire foreign exchange resulting from 
the present Loan will be put at the disposal of the Bank of Poland with the result that its reserve ratio will then become one of the 
highest of any Bank of Issue in the world. © 


Budgetary Policy: The budgetary ‘equilibrium already attained will be established on a firm basis. A total of 300 million Zloty of 
additional revenue is to be provided for the 1927-28 Budget, and a substantial surplus for the year 1928-29. 


American Adviser: An American citizen will be named as Adviser to the Government and the Bank of Poland with powers and 
authority designed to promote the success of the Plan. He will be elected to the Board of the Bank of Poland. 


Proceeds of the Loan: The Zloty equivalent of the proceeds of the Loan will be credited to the Government by the Bank of Poland, 
the credit, being available only for the purposes of the Plan, and only with the authorization or counter signature of the American 
Adviser. About 75% of the proceeds of the Loan will, direct!y or indirectly, be applied to stabilization purposes, thus securing a better 
basis for the present currency without increasing the arnount of currency in.circulation; the remaining 25% being available, in further 
aid of stabilization, to provide credit facilities to State enterprises and agricultural institutions, in accordance with a program to be 
worked out between the Government, the Bank of Poland and the American Adviser. These credits will be independently administered 
on behalf of the Government by the Bank of Poland.

Security of the Loan: The Bonds constitute the disack obligations of the Republic which ‘pledges its full faith and credit for due 
and prompt payment of principal, premium, interest and Sinking’ Fund. As specific security the Government will assign its gross 
customs revenues which will ‘be paid into a special account of the Fiscal Agents of the Loan with the Bank of Poland. The Government 
is entitled to draw thereon, in each month, only after a sum equal to 1/6 of the current semi-annual service charge including Sinking 
Fund has first been transferred to the Fiscal Agents. 

The Customs revenues for the past three fiscal years ending March 31, 1927 have averaged in excess of the equivalent of $40,000,000 
per annum, being over 5 times maximum annual service requirements of the Loan. During the first five months of the fiscal year 
1927-1928 customs receipts amounted to the equivalent of about $14,500,000, being over 170% of budget estimates.

Johnson criti- 
cized Landis severely for making the 
affair public, months after the details 
were turned over to the commissioner. 
For this outburst the club owners. voted 
to send their president on a leave of 
absence, “to recover his health,” which 
preceded his resignation.

And 
dt is through officials that we enforce 
‘the law. It is now apparent, and the 
evidence is at hand, that not only do 
parties select the officials, but they 
undertake to direct and control the 
officials after selected in the discharge 
of their duties. Now the question is; 
Are those people who are in favor of 
the eighteenth amendment willing to 
sit back and permit others to operate 
the machinery by which enforcement 15 


to be had? 
Parties Attempt to Avoid Stand, 


“If we are correctly informed by the 
public press, and if. we can correctly 
read the purposes of the organization 
leaders through their actions, it is 
clear that both political parties pro- 
pose to avoid anything in the way of 
a commitment to the upholding and 
maintaining of the Constitution of the 
United States, except perhaps an in- 
sipid, meaningless generality to the ef- 


fect that they believe in law and order. 


“They might just as well say under 
the present circumstances that they 


believe in the Ten Commandments. 


Here is a definite and extraordinary 
| situation. . The Constitution is being 
deliberately defied. And there are those 
who say it is right and proper to defy 
it, and through organized public opin- 
ion to nullify it. If political parties 
are unwilling to meet that issue, if 
when the Constitution of the United 
States is definitely challenged, political 
expediency withholds support, it must 
be apparent to all that those who are 
opposed to the Constitution have won 


out. 


“Now, if your organization is pre- 
pared to hold a. meeting with a definite 
object and purpose of forcing this mat- 
ter to the consideration in a practical 
way of the political parties and com- 
pelling if possible a definite stand upcn 
the matter, then I shall make an effort 
to find the time to come and help you. 
But I do not feel that I have the time 
to discuss the matter unless it can be 
thought helpful in accomplishing the 
things which to me seem so essential 
in the way .of securing practical 


results.”

URGED FOR CABINET 
AT MASONIC SESOION 


Cowles, Before Scottish Rite 
Council, Denies Bureau- 
cracy in Plan. 


PROPOSES GOVERNMENT 
UNIVERSITY FOR CITY 


Knight Commanders of Court 
of Honor to Be Selected 
Today. 


- Urging the establishment of a De- 
partment of Education, with a Secre- 
tary in the Cabinet of the President, 
Grand Commander John H. Cowles gave 
the allocation address of the opening 
session of the Supreme Council, Ancient 
and Accepted Scottish Rite of Free- 
masonry, Southern Jurisdiction, yester- 
day, in the House of the Temple, Six- 


teenth and S streets northwest. 

Cries of “bureaucracy,” ‘“centraliza- 
tion” and “invasion of States’ rights,” 
Mr. Cowles declared, were raised by op- 
ponents as soon as the question :f ie 
establishment of such a department 
was mentioned. In the Curtis-Reed bill, 
which provides for an education depart- 
ment, Mr. Cowles declared, there is no 
provision which allows the least inter- 
ference with the = of the States in 
education. 

“During the coming Congress a new 
bill will be presented,” he said, “that 
presumably will be the same as the 
Curtis-Reed bill, which was before the 
last Congress. There is a good deal of 
sentiment in favor of adding an amend- 
ment providing for a council of State 
superintendents, or the highest elected 
Or appointed State school officials, to 
meet annually in Washington at the 
call of the secretary.” 

Commander Cowles also spoke in 
favor of the establishment of a national 
university in this city, to be supported 
by the Government. The need of such a 
university had been realized and the 
idea proposed by George Washington, he 
said, “and he not only left a bequest 


‘for the purpose, but in more than one 


of his messages to Congress called at- 
tention to the need of a national unil- 
versity.” 


Others Saw Need of University. 


Thomas Jefferson, Gov. Brooks of Vir- 
ginia, Chief Justices Jay, Rutledge, Mar- 
shall and Chase, and at least ten of 
Washington’s successors, saw the dire 
need of such a national institution and 
urged its creation, Mr. Cowles said. 

Commander Cowles also urged that 
the citizens of this country should ever 
keep in mind the duijes and responsi- 
bilities of citizenship and be awake to 
the danger of becoming lethargic con- 
cerning public questions. After the 
address of Commander Cowles, William 
P, Filmer, of California, grand orator of 
the council, pursued the custom of 
the organization and paid tribute to 
the dead members, after which Repre- 
sentative Clifton A. Woodrum sang 
“Taps,” while two bugles played the 
air outside the council chamber. 

Among the visitors at the opening 
session were Monte Blue, motion pic- 
ture actor; Grand Commander Thomas 
E. Ramos, of Mexico; Grand Com- 
mander Alfred F. Webster, of Canada, 
and Secretary General W. H. Ballard, 
of the Supreme Council of Canada. 
Following the report of Secretary Gen- 
eral Hyman W. Witcover, the council 
adjourned until 10 o’clock today. 

The election of members of the rite 
to the rank of knight commander of 
the court of honor will be held today 
and the investitures will be held in 
the evening. Masons rendering meri- 
torious service to the order and to the 
Scottish Rite are nominated for the 
supreme council in their respective 
States and from these nominations a 
limited number are selected to receive 
the honor of knight commander. One 
must be a knight commander four 
years before receiving the — 
degree of Masonry.

BLAIR'S BRIEF OPPOSES 
VANDERBILT TAX APPEAL 


Holds Horse Breeding Losses 
Can Not Be Deducted 
in Returns. 


NOT BUSINESS, HE SAYS 


The breeding of thoroughbred horses 
may be a business with some persons, 
but to Reginald C. Vanderbilt, who died 
September 24, it was a rich man’s 
hobby,. or something to satisty the 
pride of a “landed aristocrat” who cared 
not a hoot for profits and did not 
make any, according to David H. Blair, 
Commissioner of Internal Revenue, who 
is opposing the appeal of James 
H. Deering, executor of the Van- 
derbilt estate. Mr. Deering attempt- 
ed to persuade the Bureau of In- 
ternal Revenue and the Board of Tax 
Appeals to allow him to deduct from 
the Vanderbilt estate income tax cer- 
tain sums representing a deficit in 
the operation of Mr. Vanderbilt’s stock 
farm at Sandy Point, Portsmouth, R. I., 
and failed. 

The bureau and the board overruled 
his plea on the ground that these losses 
were not properly deductible as regu- 
lar business losses. because the farm 
was operated for pleasure and not for 
profit. 

In a brief filed with the appelate 
court, Mr. Deering, in effect, accused 
the board of making fish of one stock 
and flesh of the other, that is, other 
wealthy men had been allowed to de- 
duct losses suffered in operating stock 
farms, but Mr. Vanderbilt was not. 
Mr. Blair, through Mrs. Mabel Walker 
Willebrandt, Assistant Attorney General 
and A. W. Gregg, general counsel, and 
Shelby S. Faulkner, special counsel, 
filed a reply brief yesterday on behalf 
of Mr. Blair, in which it is stated that 
the Sandy Point farm was a show place 
and a place of residence for Mr. Van- 
derbilt. 

He raised blooded hackneys there in 
order to win ribbons at horsé shows, 
Mr. Blair says, and never intended to 
make a profit and did not make: any 
profit in a score of years’. Mr. Vander- 
bilt organized the Association of Amer- 
ican Horse Shows and was its presi- 
dent when he died, the record shows. 
The buildings on the fgrm were too 
elaborate for practical business pur- 
poses and Mr. Vanderbilt was more 
concerned with blue ribbons than mak- 
ing money on horses, the brief states. 

Mr. Deering had asked to be allowed 
to deduct $24,975, which Mr: Vanderbilt 
lost in 1919, and $30,449, lost in 1920, 
and $26,898, lost in 1921, but neither 
the bureau or the board consented. 
The appellate court will now pass upon 
the question of whether or not horse 
raising, as conducted by Mr. Vanderbilt, 
was a business or a pleasure, although 
the fact that it could be both is recog- 
nized by all of the litigants.

Brown. said it contained no intimation 
that she was going to end her life. No 
organized search for Mrs. Coe’s body has 
been started because it is not known 
where she leaped from the steamer as it 
sped down Chesapeake Bay.

Sweeping revision of the procedure 

connected with issuance of automobile 
license tags was agreed to yesterday in 
a lengthy conference of the.Commis- 
sioners, heads of the Bureau of Ef- 
ficiency and Wade H. Coombs, sup¢r- 
| intendent of licenses. 
’ The recent report of the bureau, out- 
4 lining proposed changes, was considered 
section by section. The most import- 
ant feature of the report, that seeking 
to set up machinery. to serve as a 
substitute for a registration of title 
law, in.the absence of such legislation 
was postponed by agreement for further 
consideration. The Commissioners said 
they: were not ready to decide the 
question. This part of the report, as 
phrased in two paragraphs of the sum- 
mary, were as follows: 

“Establishment of closer central | 
records concerning. ownership of both 
new and..used motor vehicles, includ- 
ing forms, nec@ssary amendments to 
traffic regulations and complete pro- 
cedure to be followed. 

“Establishment of a numerical file 
to ke kept. by engine or motor numbers 
for .assistance in identifying stolen 
cars.” 

The following reforms were agreed to 
and will.be placed in effect at an early 
date, by order. of the Commissioners: 

“Revision of, registration forms for 
all classes of motor vehicles. 


Signatures to Be required. 


“Safeguarding of registration by re- 
quiring written signatures of applicants. 

“Distribution of blank forms to the 
public from a number of agencies in- 
stead of one; as at present. 

“Requiring, for pleasure cars, the 
registration certificates when renewing 
licenses. 

“Expeditious handling of the public 
during renewal periods in the District 
Building by requiring applicants to fill 
in their registration forms prior to 
presentation and ‘by providing for three 
tag distribution offices instead of two, 
the additional office to take care of all 
applicants requesting five or more sets 
of pleasure car ta 

“Elimination o ack tracking’ by 
applicants for oth& than pleasure car 
tags by stationing a deputy cashier !m- 
mediately by the side of the tag-issuing 
clerk during each renewal period. 

“Systematic .procedure for ordering 
and storing the classes of tags, which 
will permit economical use of labor 
and space and will facilitate issue of 
tags” 

The question of setting up an accu- 
rate accounting system for cash re- 
ceipts, another of the recommenda- 
tions of the Bureau of Efficiency, was 
referred jointly to the District auditor 
and collector of taxes for further con- 
sideration.
